sarily  equivalent  ti)  one  another.  The  inteati(m  lias  been  to  furnish 
lormuUe  that  will  yield  liquid  prmluets  meaisuring  twenty  fluid  ounces 
tor  a  convenient  multiple  of  that  fiffure)  or  one  thousand  cubic  cen- 
timeters. Except  for  wholly  insij:nific-ant  fractional  differences,  a 
preparation  made  according  to  either  system  will  contain  the  same 
ppotMU'tions  of  inffredients>:  but.  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  two  sys- 
tems cannot  both  be  used  in  tin'  i.ajne  operatior..
